“A number of successful bombing raids were carried 
out by our airplanes yesterday, resulting in severe fighting 
in the air, Three hostile machines were brought down by 
our airplanes and five others were driven down out of con- 
trol. “Two other German machines were shot down by the 
fire from the ground, and another was compelled to land be- 
yond our lines.

Statement on Wheat Situation 

An important statement relative to 
the advances in the prices of wheat 
and flour in the Winnipeg grain ex- 
change was made when the house met 
by Sir Thomas .White,. acting prime 
minister, Sir Thomas, after referring 
to the debato in the house yesterday 
on Mr, Kyte’s motion to adjourn to 
consider this Increased price, said: 
“I learned this morning from depend- 
able financial sourceg that the corner 
which hag occurred on the Winnipeg 
murket has been brought about by the 
unusually large buying of the British 
Wheat commission, which has been 
buying in large quantities.” Sir 
Thomas continued that elevators and 
other vendors in connection with leg- 
itimate business operationa who haye 
been selling wheat for May delivery 
have found themselves unable to fill 
their contracts With contract grades 
of wheat, The result has been that 
prices have been driven up by their 
attempts to secure wheat of contract 
srades for delivery, Sir Thomas add- 
ed that he had suggested as a golu- 
ttlon of the difficulty that the British 
wheat commission should accept to 
the extent vendors are unable to de- 
liver, wheat of lower grades, haying 
regard to its commercial value for 
inilling purposes, 

Cabled to Pericy 

The minister said that he had yes- 
terday cabled to Sir George Perley to 
take up the question with the wheat 
commission in London, He had ca- 
bled him again today, Sir Thomas 
concluded his statement with the re- 
marks that if relief is not afforded 
the government will have to consider 
whatever further action may be nec- 
essary. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier asked the min- 
ister if it had occurred to him that 
so long as the wheat comission is buy- 
ing there is always Hkely to be a cor- 
ner to hold the commission up. Sir 
Thomas replied that it had been 
known for a long time that the com- 
iission had been purchasing wheat.

Anything 
that ean be grown in the more 
northerly temperate zone can be 
grown in Edmonton, and grown 
with a luxuriance that is scarcely 
equalled elsewhere, That is one 
of the resources with which nature 
has supplied us to make Edmonton 
not only a place where people can 
live until they get enough money 
to go somewhere else, but a place 
where they would rather live 
than elsewhere, 


And the extent to whieh that 
resounree can be utilized is limit- 
less. Edmonton has had some 
beautiful gardens in past sum 
mers. But Edmonton never yet 
had as beautiful a garden as 
might be the common rule in the 
city if our people set their 
minds resolutely on using this 
resources to the utmost. Many 
lawns in the city are adorned with 
beautiful shrubs, and vines of 
various kinds give a home-like 
touch to many of our residences in 
the summer season; but why not 
beautiful shrubs and elimbers in 
every lawn and about every 
porch? Flowers grow as readily 
for the poor man as for the rich, 
and a humble cottage with a well- 
planned garden of flowers often 
adds more to the attractiveness of 
a community that a mansion set 
about with a formal array of 
costly shrubbery. True, this mat- 
ter of growing flowers and shrubs 
and trees is only one of a long 
list of things which can be done 
to help make the city a home like 
place, one where vur citizens will 
want to stay and where other 
people will want to come to live, 
But it is one which can be done 
without ‘‘waiting till times pick 
up,’’ done with little outlay of 
money or time, and in which 
everybody may have the satis- 
faction of helping directly and 
personally.
